TRACKS TOO HIGH. 


Superintendent 
Sillier 
in 
Anns 


Against the Street 


Rnllroiuls. 


Street 
Superintendent 
Miller 
has 


sent a communication to the Board of 
Public W'oiks which shows a hertofore 
strange neglect of the city in regulating 
the street ippairs and ke«plnp up the 
streets between the car tracks. 


The ordinance now In force provides' 


that the- street car companies shall 
keep that portion of the street which 
lies between their tracks In such a 
state of repair as to offer the leasi pos- 


ble resistance to passing; vehicles. 
Mr 
Miller, tn his 
communication, 


.spenkK of the condition of the paving 
by the Piedmont Company on Washinqr- 
ington and Clay streets. This company,, 
ho says, has placed between its tracks 
basalt blocks which are so far abovo 
the grade of tho street that It makes It 
impossible for vehicles to drive upon 
that portion of the roadway. 


Mr. Miller compares Oakland with 


modern Eastern cities in this respect, 
where special care is taken to see that 
the tails are laid on a level with the 
pavement. 
He suggests to the Board 


of Public Works the passlns of nn ordi- 
nance which will require the companies 
to submit to the city engineer their 
plans and specifications and obtain his 
approval of them before commencing 
the work of construction and that all 
work must be clone to the satisfaction 
of the city engineer and superintend- 
ent of streets. 
He further advises that when any 


existing tracks which are not approved 
by the city engineer are removed for 
any purpose other than ordinary re- 
pair they shall be replaced with tracks 
conforming with the proposed require- 
ments. 
The people connected -with the Pied- 


mont Company object to Mr. Miller's 
reference to It. They say.that the lines 
and grades were furnished by City En- 
gineer Morgan and if there is any fault 
it Is chargeable to the city officials.

All of 
our street work Is done tinder the pro- 
visions nf tlv;- Vrooman street law, and 
If that Is, Imperfect In the point raised 
by Mrs, Reynolds' attorney, it. will af- 
feul every city in the State.—Alameda 
I'-'aulnal. 


An Onkhind paper has what appears 


to be a cock-and-bull story, describing 
a "national labor army," a company 
of which, it declares, has been formed 
In that city.

Street 
Superintendent 
Miller • has 


sent n. communication to the Board of 
Public Works which shows a hertofore 
strange neglect of tho city in regulating 
the street repairs and keeping up the 
streets between the car tracks. 


The ordinance now in force provides 


that the street car companies shal 
keep that portion of the street which 
lies between their tracks in such 
state of repair as to offer the lea.s.t pos- 
sible, resistance to passing vehicles. 


Mr. 
Miller, In 
his communication 


speaks of the condition of the pa.viug 
by the Piedmont Company on Wasbing- 
ington and Clay streets. This company 
ho says, has placed between its tracks 
basalt blocks which are so far abovi; 
the grade of the street that it makes il 
impossible for vehicles to drive upor 
that portion of the roadway. 


Mr. Miller compares Oakland with 


modern Eastern cities In this respect 
where special care is taken, to see tha 
the rails are laid on a level with the 
pavement. 
He suggests to the Board 


of Public Works the passing at an ordi- 
nance which will require the companies 
to submit to the city engineer theii 
plans ami specifications and obtain his 
approval of them before commencing 
the work of construction and that al 
work must be done to .the satisfaction 
of the city engineer and superintend- 
ent of streets. 


He further advises that when any 


existing tracks which are not approved 
by the city engineer arc removed foi 
any purpose other than ordinary re- 
pair they shall be replaced.with tracks 
conforming with the proposed require- 
ments. 


The people connected with the Pied 


mon.t Company object to Mr. Miller's 
reference to It. They say,that the lines 
and grades were furnished by City En- 
gineer Morgan and if there is any fault 
It is chargeable to the city officials.
